Outpouring of sympathy 
for Norway's Labour after 
massacre 


Pope urges end to 
'indifference* over 
Somalia famine 


OSLO (AFP) - With his 
deadly attacks targeting Nor¬ 
way’s Labour Party, Anders 
Behring Breivik said he aimed 
to halt its recruitment, but in¬ 
stead the party has seen a 
flood of sympathy and grow¬ 
ing support since the mas¬ 
sacre. 

"Voters who voted for 
Labour in the last elections but 
who were in doubt about 
whether they should vote have 
returned en masse to the 
Labour Party," political scien¬ 
tist Frank Aarebrot told the 
paper. 

Local elections are sched¬ 
uled in Norway on September 
12, while parliamentary elec¬ 
tions will be held in 2013. 

The party was the main tar¬ 
get of Behring Breivik’s ram¬ 
page, as he first set off a 
powerful car bomb outside the 
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Oslo offices of the centre-left 
government before opening 
fire at the party's youth sum¬ 
mer camp on the Utoeya is¬ 
land near the capital. 

Seventy-seven people were 
killed in the two attacks. 

The Synovate poll of 500 
people between July 29-30 
dealt a blow to the 32-year-old 
rightwing extremist, who dur¬ 
ing his first appearance before 
a judge last Monday said he 
had wanted to "deal the 
Labour Party the biggest pos¬ 
sible losses to strangle its re¬ 
cruitment". 

In a 1,500-page manifesto 
sent out prior to the attacks, 
Behring Breivik, a radical Is- 
lamaphobe, held the party re¬ 
sponsible for creating a 
multicultural society in Nor¬ 
way. 

He has said he carried out 
the attacks on his own, some- 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama and 
European leaders condemned 
a crackdown Sunday by Syr¬ 
ian forces, which activists 
said killed nearly 140 people, 
and vowed to increase pres¬ 
sure on the regime. 

Italy's Foreign Minister

The United Nations has de¬ 
clared a famine in two regions 
of southern Somalia but the ef¬ 
fects of the drought have been 
felt more widely across the 
war-tom country, as well as in 
parts of Djibouti, Ethiopia, 
Kenya and Uganda. 

The deputy chair of the 
African Union meanwhile said 
the body will host a donors 
conference bringing together 
African heads of state, mem¬ 
bers of regional economic 
blocs and international organ¬ 
isations in Addis Ababa on Au¬ 
gust 9. 

The AU has donated 
$500,000 to address the crisis 
in the Horn of Africa but the 
United Nations said on Friday 
a total of $2.48 billion was re¬ 
quired in order to reach the 
12.4 million people affected. 

Ongoing violence between 
Somalia's Islamist al-Shebab 
militants and pro-govemment 
troops has exacerbated the 
food crisis.

Positive changes expected Brant Blair Doubles his 
on the labor front Win at c ° o1 Casino 


As of today, the new Depart¬ 
ment for Labor Progression is 
in operation from their new 
premises at Seroe Blanco. 
The new organization that 
was created from within the 
Department of Labor will be 
totally focused on helping the 
client, helping those seeking 
advice and/or assistance. The 
entire process will be 
changed from what it was 
previously. 

In the past when a person 
went looking for a job, they 
had to register at Job Center. 
There they would receive a 
list of the available job open¬ 
ings up to that day. If a day 
later someone went and noti¬ 
fied them of another job 
opening, the person who was 
there the day before was not 
called and notified of this 
new opening. Hence, he does 
not get a chance at applying 
for that job opening. 

That situation is now a 
thing of the past. There is 
now a modem computerized 
system in place. In the new 
system, if an employer regis¬ 
ters the need for a carpenter, 
for example, a list of all those 
who registered for a carpen¬ 
ter’s job will appear on the 
screen. This system applies 
for every job function imagi¬ 
nable. 


There will also be a 
change internally regarding 
the manner in which employ¬ 
ers and job seekers used de¬ 
ception in the past. There is a 
new form to be filled out by 
jobseekers and for every va¬ 
cancy there is they will call 
everyone who registered. The 
person then goes to DPL to 
receive 3 copies of the form 
he filled out with which he 
goes to the employer. This 
form is then filled out to¬ 
gether with the employer stat¬ 
ing the exact reason(s) why 
the jobseeker was or was not 
hired. Each party keeps a 
copy of the form which they 
both must submit to the de¬ 
partment of Labor Services. 
In the event the employer 
fails to submit this document 
on 3 occasions, he is placed 
on a “yellow list” which 
means he will not be assisted 
in the future. In the past the 
practice from many employ¬ 
ers was they would report 
that no one was interested in 
the job or that those who ap¬ 
plied were not suited for the 
job. 

In the event a job seeker 
fails to submit the form on 3 
occasions, he likewise will be 
placed on the “yellow list” 
and would not be assisted in 
the future. This applies to 


those who apparently do not 
want to work, but want to re¬ 
main on welfare. This means 
that if a person gets the op¬ 
portunity to become em¬ 
ployed and refuses to take a 
job he will be banned from 
the welfare system. 

In the event there is a dis¬ 
pute with the employer and 
job seeker as to why he could 
not have been employed, 
DPL will intervene together 
with the jobseeker to person¬ 
ally ascertain what exactly 
the situation is why he could 
not be employed. 

With the new system and 
work process, the Minister is 
convinced that they will have 
eliminated about 80% of the 
fictitious job openings. It will 
cancel out the jobseeker who 
files a request for work but in 
reality does not want to work, 
and the employer who adver¬ 
tises the need for an em¬ 
ployee but who in reality is 
not looking for an employee; 
he wants to keep the person 
he has and wants an exten¬ 
sion on his work permit or al¬ 
ready has someone lined up 
for the job. The phenomena 
of fictitous vacancies are very 
common today, and that they 
will eliminate this, according 
to the Minister of Labor.

NASA's Juno to circle 
Jupiter for 'planetary 
recipe' 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US space agency plans to 
launch this week a solar-pow¬ 
ered spacecraft called Juno 
that will journey to the gassy 
planet of Jupiter in search of 
how the huge, stormy giant 
was formed. 

The $1.1 billion unmanned 
orbiter is scheduled for 
launch on August 5 — the start 
of a five-year odyssey toward 
the solar system's most mas¬ 
sive planet in the hopes that it 
will be able to circle Jupiter 
for a period of a year. 

With its fiery red eye and 
a mass greater than all planets 
in the solar system combined, 
excluding the Sun, Jupiter is 
intriguing to astronomers be¬ 
cause it is believed to be the 
first planet that took shape 
around the Sun. 

"After the Sun formed, it 
got the majority of the left¬ 
overs," said Scott Bolton, 
Juno principal investigator 
and scientist at the Southwest 
Research Institute in San An¬ 
tonio, Texas. 

"And that is why it is very 
interesting to us — if we want 
to go back in time and under¬ 
stand where we came from 
and how the planets were 
made, Jupiter holds this se¬ 


cret," he said. 

"So we want to know that 
ingredient list. What we are 
really after is discovering the 
recipe for making planets." 

Juno aims to get closer to 
Jupiter than any other NASA 
spacecraft and will be the 
first to undertake a polar orbit 
of the planet, said Bolton. 

In 1989, NASA launched 
Galileo, an orbiter and probe 
that entered the planet's orbit 
in 1995 and plunged into 
Jupiter in 2003, ending its life. 

Its trip to Jupiter, set to 
begin on August 5 when the 
launch window opens at 
11:34 am (1534 GMT), will 
not be a direct shot, accord¬ 
ing to Jan Chodas, Juno proj¬ 
ect manager at NASA's Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory in 
Pasadena, California. 

"We launch from Earth in 
August, we swing out past 
the orbit of Mars, we do a 
couple of deep space maneu¬ 
vers to fire the engine," 
Chodas told reporters. 

Juno then heads back to¬ 
ward Earth, "and we do a 
flyby of Earth of about 500 
kilometers in October 2013, 
and then we slingshot our¬ 
selves out towards Jupiter ar¬ 
riving in July 2016," she said.

(AFP)—A US federal jury on 
Friday ordered Microsoft to 
pay $70 million to French 
telecom company Alcatel- 
Lucent in a patent infringe¬ 
ment case. 

The US software giant 
had been ordered to pay $358 
million to Alcatel-Lucent by 
a different court but the dam¬ 
ages award was thrown out 
on appeal. 

The US appeals court up¬ 
held the lower court's ruling 
that Microsoft had infringed 
a patent involved with select¬ 
ing the date in Outlook and 
other programs but asked for 
a recalculation of the dam¬ 


ages in the case. 

The new jury, sitting in 
the US District Court for the 
Southern District of Califor¬ 
nia, ruled Friday that Mi¬ 
crosoft should pay $70 
million for infringing a patent 
held by Lucent Technologies. 

Microsoft was found to 
have infringed the Lucent 
patent between January 2003 


and December 2006 in ver¬ 
sions of Microsoft Outlook, 
Microsoft Money and Win¬ 
dows Mobile. 

The firm then known only 
as Lucent filed a 15-patent 
suit in 2003 against computer 
makers Dell and Gateway for 
allegedly selling machines 
with Microsoft software that 
used Lucent technology with¬ 
out permission. 


Earlier this week, Facebook added an option to user pro¬ 
files that allows expectant mothers to add their upcoming 
child to the family circle.

Bill Gates, Barcelona on same 
side against polio

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Barcelona took on what 
could be its toughest rival 
ever, teaming up with the Bill 
and Melinda Gates Founda¬ 
tion to try to eradicate polio. 

Flanked by players Andres 
Iniesta and Seydou Keita, the 
club's manager Josep Guardi¬ 
ola and Microsoft co-founder 
turned philanthropist Bill 
Gates announced a three- 
year partnership against the 
crippling disease in Washing¬ 
ton, with vaccination a key 
part of the fight. 

"Just as football is a uni¬ 
versal sport with the power to 
transform lives, vaccines are 
a universal tool with the 
power to save lives," Guardi¬ 
ola said. 

The disease once crippled 
children worldwide and 
killed 350,000 children in 
1988. 

That was the year that a 
global effort was kicked off 
to try to make the disease 
only the second after small¬ 
pox to be eradicated, and 


today there are just four 
countries — Nigeria, India, 
Pakistan and Afghanistan — 
where polio transmission has 
never been stopped. 

"We have the chance to 
score a big win against polio, 
but we need loud and pas¬ 
sionate voices to join the 
fight," Gates said at the 
launch. 

"FC Barcelona's commit¬ 
ment to using sport for social 
good will help us rally sup¬ 
port for vaccines and end 
polio once and for all," he 
said. 

Barcelona will mobilize 
its fanbase, including 18 mil¬ 
lion Facebook fans, in the 
fight against polio. 

"When fans yell 'Finish 
it!' it can be very powerful. 
We’d like to take that same 
energy and help finish polio 
once and for all," said 
Guardiola. 

The partnership allows 
the Gates Foundation to use 
images and video of 
Barcelona to support polio 


awareness efforts. 

The two parties will use 
their own financial resources 
to fund marketing and pro¬ 
motional activities and will 
not be compensated for their 
partnership efforts.

—A state ban on a product 
called "herbal incense" and 
"bath salts," which com¬ 
monly are sold at conven¬ 
ience stores under the guise 
of household products goes 
into effect Sept. 1. Authori¬ 
ties said, it’s product that 
some use to get high. 

The "bath salts" drug is re¬ 
ally a powder that is snorted, 
injected or smoked, and is 
scientifically known as Meth- 
ylenedioxypyrovalernone 
(MDVP). The drug is a pow¬ 
erful synthetic stimulant, 
similar chemically to cocaine 
and methamphetamine. It can 
cause paranoia, hallucina¬ 
tions and delusions in users. 

.Thirty-four states that 
have outlawed bath salts, ac¬ 
cording to a statement by 
U.S. Sen. Charles E. 
Schumer, D-N.Y. Schumer 
introduced legislation that 
would add MDPV and 
mephedrone to a list of con¬ 
trolled substances to stop 
legal sales of bath salts. The 
legislation passed the Senate 
Judiciary Committee , clear¬ 
ing the way for a vote on the 
Senate floor. 


Sharing Bed With 
Toddler Won't Harm 
Development: Study 





— Allowing your toddler to 
share your bed does not lead to 
behavioral or learning prob¬ 
lems down the road, new re¬ 
search suggests. 

"The American Academy of 
Pediatrics currently advises 
against bed-sharing during the 
first year of life, due to in¬ 
creased risk of SIDS [sudden 
infant death syndrome]," noted 
study co-author Lauren Hale, 
an associate professor of pre¬ 
ventive medicine in the Grad¬ 
uate Program of Public Health 
at the State University of New 
York, Stony Brook. "However, 
very little research has investi¬ 
gated the potential develop¬ 
mental consequences of 
bed-sharing during toddler- 
hood," she added. 

"We found that, after ad¬ 
justing for mother and child 
characteristics, there were no 
observed cognitive or behav¬ 
ioral differences between chil¬ 
dren who bed-share and those 
who don’t," Hale said. 

The team's current effort fo¬ 
cused on 944 low-income fam¬ 


ilies who had at least one child 
under the age of 1 at the start 
of the study. 

Participants included 
roughly equal amounts of boys 
and girls. Among the children's 
mothers, about 30 percent 
were black, 25 percent were 
Hispanic and almost 40 per¬ 
cent were white. 

The authors visited each 
family as the children turned 1, 
2 and 3, at which point the 
mothers provided information 
on their child's health, parent¬ 
ing routines and sleeping 
arrangements. At age 5, all of 
the children underwent cogni¬ 
tive and behavioral testing, 
with a focus on math and liter¬ 
acy skill evaluations along 
with an assessment of the hy¬ 
peractivity levels and social 
skills. 

The researchers found that 
black and Hispanic families 
were more likely to bed-share 
with their toddlers than were 
white families. 

Regardless, after control¬ 
ling for a host of factors (in¬ 
cluding child gender, birth 
weight, ethnicity, economic 
status and maternal education) 
the authors found no link be¬ 
tween toddlers who bed-shared 
and the onset of either cogni¬ 
tive or behavioral problems by 
the age of 5. 

Hale said the findings sug¬ 
gest that bed-sharing is not 
necessarily a bad idea for tod¬ 
dlers.

“NASA is at a crossroads right now,” 
opines Aruban-born NASA engineer 

Dr. Edward Cheung

Dr. Edward Cheung has spent 
his entire career as a robotics 
specialist with NASA, which 
also funded his scholarship to 
Yale University to obtain his 
PhD in Electrical Engineering. 


In 1990, a recruiter from 
NASA observed his doctorate 
dissertation, resulting in a 
summer job at Kennedy Space 
Center, and the start of his ca¬ 
reer with NASA, where for 


many years he was Principal 
Engineer of the Hubble Space 
Telescope Service Project. 
Since the last mission to Hub¬ 
ble in May 2009, Dr. Cheung 
and his team have focused 
their talents and expertise to a 
new project with Ed holding 
the position of Robotic Refu¬ 
eling Mission Electrical Lead. 

The RRM goal is to refuel 
communications and weather 
satellites while in orbit, and 
their experimental equipment 
went to the International Space 
Station with the last launching 
of the Atlantis on July 8. Ed 
was very much involved in 
this final mission, acting as a 
presenter in the “Tweet Tent” 
on the day of the launch, when 
millions came to witness this 
last historic take off of a 
manned orbiter from Kennedy 
Space Center in Florida. “I 
was surrounded by people 
who had, for a large part of 
their lives, been part of the 
space shuttle program,” he re¬ 
counts, “and afterwards, at 
Goddard and Marshal while 
following the final landing on 
July 21 st. I had a moment, as I 
watched Atlantis climb, of 
amazement, and when it was 
all over, a feeling that if I 


could at that moment wave a 
magic wand allowing the shut¬ 
tle program to continue, I 
would be a hero to the NASA 
people with me. Of course, 
these were the shuttle people, 
there are many NASA proj¬ 
ects, and those working on 
others may not feel the same 
as we all did at that moment, 
but for us it was the sad pass¬ 
ing of an era. I also feel for the 
people who work on the shut¬ 
tles in the “garage,” the OPM, 
as it is their job to take a per¬ 
fectly functioning space vehi¬ 
cle and make it the opposite; 
what a difficult job that must 
be, emotionally. They are 
working themselves out of a 
job.” 

The RRM project will be 
entirely controlled by Dr. Che¬ 
ung and his team from the 
ground, and he recently re¬ 
turned to his home base of 
Goddard Space Center in 
Maryland from Marshall 
Space Center in Alabama, 
which will be working in con¬ 
junction with the RRM team. 

NASA has several ongoing 
projects for space exploration 
and the improvement of aero¬ 
nautics, including ways to 
make aircraft safer and more 


environmentally responsible. 
Dr. Cheung’s project will dou¬ 
ble the life of satellites, which 
at present are sent to a “space 
junkyard” once they have ex¬ 
pended the fuel tanks filled at 
launch. His team is also devel¬ 
oping the robotics to effect re¬ 
pairs on satellites, which will 
save millions of dollars, as it 
will not require the launch of 
replacement equipment. He 
admits his team is uniquely 
qualified for this sort of proj¬ 
ect because of decades on the 
Hubble Space Telescope, 
which saw numerous repairs 
and improvements (sometimes 
on an emergency basis) that 
required resourcefulness and 
innovative thinking. Presently, 
he feels they have the best 
team possible for this mission, 
and their years of camaraderie 
and cooperation have helped 
them to recognize and balance 
each others’ strengths and 
weaknesses. “There is enor¬ 
mous trust here; when some¬ 
one has an idea, we know to 
go with it.” Their technologi¬ 
cal advances will be passed 
onto commercial spaceflight 
operations such as Boeing and 
Lockheed.

“I want to be honest about 
the crossroads where NASA 
stands at present,” states Dr. 
Cheung. “One only has to turn 
on the news to hear all the is¬ 
sues about the budget and the 
deficits, which is very bad tim¬ 
ing for NASA. We are finding 
ourselves needing to make de¬ 
cisions regarding the next 
launch vehicle, which is really 
difficult in this environment.” 
At the beginning of 2011, The 
House Appropriations Com¬ 
mittee aimed to enact big 
spending cuts that would re¬ 


duce NASA's proposed $19 
billion budget for 2011 by 
$578 million as part of a wider 
plan to trim $100 billion from 
the national budget, according 
to Space News. That would be 
a $303 million drop from the 
previous year. Space explo¬ 
ration supporters hope the 
2012 budget request would in¬ 
crease NASA's budget and 
fund it at levels adequate to ac¬ 
complish the goals set forth in 
the NASA Authorization Act 
passed by Congress and 
signed into law October 2010.

The act recommended the 
agency receive a yearly budget 
of $19.45 billion-$750 mil¬ 
lion more than the 2012 
budget blueprint proposes. 
NASA is not under the De¬ 
fense Budget, which receives 
the greatest funding. 


“NASA’s budget is defi¬ 
nitely at risk now, and it is 
tough to say what will happen 
over the next few years, or 
even the next few months. I 
am pretty confident my team 
is part of the layer that doesn’t 


have to worry about what will 
happen at NASA, I believe 
their experience and capabili¬ 
ties and mine personally, are 
quite valuable right now.” 

Though a number of Dr. 
Cheung’s colleagues have 
moved into the private sector, 
which may offer higher pay 
grades, he and his team feel 
the “esprit de corps” of being 
a part of NASA, often in the 
forefront of developing and 
advancing the technology for 
space exploration. He also 
commented he does not feel 
inclined to join the team of the 
James Webb Space Telescope 
project, his years with the HST 
have made him a confirmed 
“Hubble Hugger,” and being 
such an integral part of that 
groundbreaking project is 
something that he will always 
treasure.

White House and 
lawmakers, close in on 
debt deal 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
With barely two days to act, 
US President Barack Obama 
and top lawmakers closed in 
Sunday in on an ambitious 
deal to avert a disastrous debt 
default sure to sow chaos in 
the fragile world economy. 

"We are very close," Re¬ 
publican Senate Minority 
Leader Mitch McConnell told 
CNN amid frantic beat-the- 
clock talks among the White 
House, its Democratic allies, 
and its Republican foes. 

Democratic Senate Major¬ 
ity Leader Harry Reid was 
also hopeful Sunday that an 
1 lth-hour breakthrough in the 
months-long impasse over 
raising the nation’s $14.3 tril¬ 
lion debt ceiling was in the 
works. 

Senior Obama adviser 
David Plouffe indicated on 


TEHRAN (AFP) -Iran's oil 
ministry said on Sunday a 
five-billion-dollar oil pay¬ 
ments dispute with India has 
been resolved without any in¬ 
terruption of crude exports. 

"Following bilateral negotia¬ 
tions, the two sides agreed to 
settle the outstanding bills as 
soon as possible," National 
Iranian Oil Company (NIOC) 
managing director Ahmad 
Ghalebani told the ministry's 
website SHANA. 

"Part of the arrears will be 
paid in the next few days and 
the remaining part will be paid 
by the Indian customers grad¬ 
ually," he said. 

Ghalebani said "oil exports 
to India are continuing" as 
usual, without giving details. 

Tehran warned late last 
month it would halt exports to 
India from next month unless 
the payments dispute was re¬ 
solved. 

Indian Oil Minister S. 
Jaipal Reddy said that New 
Delhi expects to pay via 
Turkey its first tranche of ar¬ 
rears to Iran, which supplies 
12 percent of energy-hungry 
India's crude oil needs. 


NBC television there was an 
emerging consensus but no 
solid agreement yet. 

Business and finance lead¬ 
ers have warned default 
would send crippling after¬ 
shocks through the fragile US 
economy, still wrestling with 
stubbornly high unemploy¬ 
ment of 9.2 percent in the 
wake of the 2008 global melt¬ 
down. 

Without a deal, the US 
government would have to cut 
an estimated 40 cents out of 
every dollar it spends, forcing 
grim choices between default¬ 
ing or cutting back programs 
like those that help the poor, 
disabled and elderly. 

Any compromise would 
still need to clear the divided 
Democratic-led Senate and 
Republican-held House of 
Representatives. 


India is Iran's second 
largest client after China, and 
absorbs about 20 percent of 
the Islamic republic's crude 
exports. 

However, Indian firms 
have been struggling for more 
than six months to pay Tehran 
because of international bank¬ 
ing sanctions imposed on 
Tehran over its controversial 
programme of uranium en¬ 
richment. 

Iran has been slapped by 
six UN Security Council reso¬ 
lutions, including four backed 
by sanctions, condemning its 
nuclear programme that the 
major powers and the Interna¬ 
tional Atomic Energy Agency 
(IAEA) suspect has a military 
dimension, despite repeated 
denials from Tehran. 

The United States has also 
slapped its own unilateral 
sanctions on Iranian banks, 
posing risks for foreign com¬ 
panies that deal with them. 

Annual trade between 
India and Iran stands at an es¬ 
timated $12 billion, with India 
buying about 400,000 barrels 
of Iranian crude per day. 


Cuban 
leader to 
review 
state of 
economic 
reforms 

HAVANA (AFP) - Cuban 
President Raul Castro begins 
his sixth year in office Mon¬ 
day with a session with parlia¬ 
ment to discuss 

implementation of his reforms 
to allow small private busi¬ 
nesses to operate in the com¬ 
munist country. 

Poor economic results, 
poor planning, and bureau¬ 
cratic disarray have dominated 
the discussions, according to 
Cuban press reports.Although 
there was no official an¬ 
nouncement, Castro was ex¬ 
pected to address the session 
on the progress made on his 
plans to eliminate a million 
public sector jobs and create 
new jobs by allowing small 
private business to operate 
legally. 

In recent months, the num¬ 
ber of privately employed 
workers has grown from 
148,000 to 326,000, while an¬ 
other 146,000 people have 
been given the use of state- 
owned land for farming to off¬ 
set food shortages. 

But Cuba will still import 
80 percent of the food it con¬ 
sumes this year at a cost of 
$1.5 billion. 

Small business operators, 
meanwhile, complain that sup¬ 
plies are difficult to obtain be¬ 
cause wholesale markets do 
not exist in Cuba. 

In response, the govern¬ 
ment has allocated $300 mil¬ 
lion for imports of equipment 
and other material to meet de¬ 
mand for them by the private 
businesses.eep fryers, toasters, 
coffee makers and other equip¬ 
ment. 

It also lifted a ban on the 
sale of consumer appliances in 
effect since 2003, to satisfy de¬ 
mand from business for items 
like ovens, air conditioners, 
deep fryers, toasters, coffee 
makers and other equipment. 

Central Bank President 
Ernesto Medina, in a report to 
parliament, has promised to 
improve access to credit for 
small businesses and farmers 
and to finance home improve¬ 
ment and construction proj¬ 
ects. 


Iran says oil row with 
India resolved 


Brazil warns It won't be 
left behind in currency 
war 


BRASILIA (AFP) - Brazilian 
Finance Minister Guido Man- 
tega warned Sunday that 
Brazil could not afford to be 
left behind in a global game of 
currency manipulation for 
competitive advantage. 

"The whole world is fight¬ 
ing for markets out there, and 
one way to do that is with cur¬ 
rency manipulation, by depre¬ 
ciating currency. We cannot be 
left behind in this game," he 
said in an interview with O Es- 
tado de Sao Paulo. 

The Brazilian real this 
week rose to 1.53 to the dollar, 
its highest level in the 12 years 
since it adopted a free ex¬ 
change system in January 
1999. 

Brazil has accused the 
United States and China of ar¬ 
tificially lowering the value of 
their currencies, driving up the 


value of the real. 

The stronger real undercuts 
the competiveness of Brazil¬ 
ian exports while fueling im¬ 
ports. In response, the 
government plans to unveil a 
policy this week aimed at 
stimulating the country's in¬ 
dustrial sector. 

Mantega promised "rigor¬ 
ous regulation" of imports en¬ 
tering the country at 
artificially low prices, and 
charged that many countries 
with which Brazil has anti¬ 
dumping agreements were 
routing their exports through 
third countries. 

He said while a sharp de¬ 
cline in the value of the dollar 
against the real would help 
curb inflation in Brazil, "it 
would finish off the national 
industry." 


Strike ends at Chile's 
Collahuasi copper 
mine 


SANTIAGO (AFP) - The 
world's third-largest copper 
mine resumed full operations 
Sunday after a 24-hour strike 
by workers demanding im¬ 
proved benefits, the Col¬ 
lahuasi mine's management 
and union said. 

"Operations are proceeding 
normally and the change of 
shift this morning was carried 
out in the usual fashion, after 
a small group of workers, led 
by some union leaders, tried to 
halt operations on Saturday," 
the company said in a state¬ 
ment. 

A union source told AFP 
workers were back on the job 
after a 24-hour "warning 
strike." 

The source expressed hope 
that talks with management on 
a union petition would resume 
in the coming days. 

The company said most 
workers had reported for duty 
on Sunday and there had been 
little impact on production. 

Collahuasi, owned by 
Swiss-based Xstrata and the 
London-based firm Anglo 
American, accounts for three 
percent of world copper pro¬ 


duction. Last year, it produced 
504,000 tonnes of copper. 

Separately, the world's 
largest copper mine Minera 
Escondida, owned by BHP- 
Billinton, went into the 10th 
day of a strike by workers de¬ 
manding a production-linked 
bonus. 

Chile supplies 33 percent 
of the mineral on international 
markets, making it the world's 
largest copper producer. But 
rising copper prices have been 
accompanied by labor unrest 
as unions press for higher 
wages and benefits.

The 22-year-old collected 
her fifth major — the 
youngest player to achieve 
the feat — with a final round 
69 and a 16 under par 272 
total. 

She won by a comfortable 
four shots from American 
Brittany Lang, who closed 
with a 67. 


INDIANAPOLIS (AFP) - In¬ 
dianapolis quarterback Pey¬ 
ton Manning has signed a 
new long-term contract, ful¬ 
filling the Colts' "top prior¬ 
ity" as the NFL season 
approaches. 

Colts owner Jim Irsay said 
Saturday he was "thrilled" to 
sign the only four-time Most 
Valuable Player in NFL his¬ 
tory. 

Details of the contract 
were not released, but it has 
been reported to be worth 
$90 million over five years. 

"Signing Peyton was a top

tially run out in bizarre 
fashion during the second 
Test at Trent Bridge. 

Bell, then on 137, was run 
out off the last ball before tea 
on Sunday's third day. 

Having completed three 
runs with Eoin Morgan after 
Praveen Kumar's misfield, he 
sprinted off the field believ¬ 
ing the ball had gone for four 
and was consequently 'dead'. 

In fact it was still 'live' and 
a stunned Bell was eventually 
given out. 

England coach Andy 
Flower and captain Andrew 
Strauss went to the visitors' 
dressing room at tea to ask 
India, whose coach is ex- 
England supremo Duncan 
Fletcher, if they wanted the 
appeal to stand. 

And towards the end of 
the interval, India reinstated 
Bell. 

Bell admitted he was 
"naive and a bit stupid" and 
Dravid said: "It happens, it's 
part of the game. 

"Everyone makes mis¬ 
takes. We took his word he 
wasn't attempting a run and 
that's where it stands. 

"If the tables were turned, 
I don’t think our guys would 
have felt nice about it. That 
was one of the themes that 
was being discussed when we 
came in, what if it was one of 
our guys?" 

India were lauded by In¬ 
ternational Cricket Council 
(ICC) chief executive Haroon 
Lorgat and England counter¬ 
part David Collier for their 
sportsmanship even though 
Bell had been given out cor¬ 
rectly. 


"I hoped they (England) 
would have done the same 
thing. Obviously, if you look 
at the laws and adhere to 
them strictly, then probably 
he was out," said Dravid, 
who praised India captain 
Mahendra Singh Dhoni's 
leadership. 

"But just in the spirit of 
the game it didn't feel right. 
Dhoni led a team meeting at 
tea-time in which the issue 
was discussed and there was 
unanimity that we should re¬ 
instate Ian Bell because it fell 
in that grey area and we felt 
in the spirit of the game he 
probably wasn't out." 

Bell was eventually out 
for 159, caught at slip off left- 
arm spinner Yuvraj Singh but 
by then he'd added a further 
69 runs in a fourth-wicket 
stand with Eoin Morgan 
worth 104 in total. 

England, at stumps were 
441 for six in their second in¬ 
nings. 

That meant India were al¬ 
ready 374 runs behind with 
two days remaining as they 
looked to get back on level 
terms after a 196-run defeat 
at Lord's in the first of this 
four-Test series. 

Bell, who said England 
had erred in not recalling 
Grant Elliott after the New 
Zealand batsman was run out 
after a collision with bowler 
Ryan Sidebottom during a 
one-day international at The 
Oval in 2008, praised the way 
India dealt with Sunday's in¬ 
cident. 

"The way they handled the 
situation was fantastic. It was 
the right decision for the way 
we want to play this series, 
and how cricket wants to be 
played. 

"It's difficult to say what 
we would have done out in 
the middle — would we have 
gone for the 'out' decision? 
Probably not."

After prison, Burress to 
return to league with Jets 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Plaxico 
Burress, who vowed to re¬ 
sume his NFL career after 
serving a prison sentence on 
a gun charge, will get his sec¬ 
ond chance with the New 
York Jets. 

Burress, a former star re¬ 
ceiver and Super Bowl hero 
for the New York Giants, 
reached an agreement in prin¬ 
ciple on a one-year deal with 
the Jets on Sunday, the NFL 
team said. 

Burress caught a 13-yard 
touchdown pass from Eli Man¬ 
ning with 35 seconds remain¬ 
ing in the 2008 Super Bowl to 
give the Giants a 17-14 victory 
over New England and spoil 
the Patriots' bid for an unde¬ 


feated championship run. 

But Burress walked into a 
Manhattan nightclub in No¬ 
vember of 2008 with a gun 
tucked in the top of his 
trousers. The gun slipped 
down and a shot was fired as 
he tried to grab the gun, 
wounding Burress in the thigh. 

Burress had no permit to 
carry a weapon in New York. 
A permit to carry the weapon 
in Florida had expired. 

In August of 2009, Bur¬ 
ress pleaded guilty to at¬ 
tempted criminal weapons 
possession and was sen¬ 
tenced to two years in prison, 
but his release in June came 
three months early for good 
behavior.

Dyson pips Green to win 
dramatic Irish Open 



KILLARNEY (AFP) - Eng¬ 
land's Simon Dyson won the 
Irish Open in dramatic fash¬ 
ion on Sunday as he held off 
a ferocious challenge from 
Australia's Richard Green to 
take the title by one shot. 

Dyson carded a four under 
par 67 to finish on 15 under 
for the tournament and that 
was enough to secure the 
fifth title of his career. 

The 3 3-year-old finished 
his round tied with Green at the 
top of the leaderboard and he 
had to endure a nervous wait to 
see if the Australian would win 
the trophy with a birdie on the 
18th hole or at least force a 
play-off with a par. 

Green had led by one shot 
on several occasions during 
the final round, only to crack 
at the last hole as a bogey 
dropped him to 14 under and 
gifted Dyson his first title 
since his triumph at the Al¬ 
fred Dunhill Links Champi¬ 
onship two years ago. 

Scotland's Stephen Gal- 
lacher birdied the last to fin¬ 
ish third on 12 under, one 
place ahead of Austrian 


Bernd Wiesberger on 11 
under. 

England's David Howell, 
who had been in a three-way 
tie with Dyson and Green at 
the top of the leaderboard 
overnight, was unable to 
maintain his momentum and 
ended tied for eighth place 
after a two over par 73. 

It was a remarkable finale 
to a gripping final round that 
saw the lead change hands 
right up to the 18th. 

Green had hit four birdies 
in the front nine but Dyson 


responded with four of his 
own after the turn to keep the 
pressure on. 

That set the stage for 
drama at the last. Dyson 
missed a nine-foot birdie 
chance on the 18th, but left¬ 
hander Green — playing in 
the group behind — couldn't 
take advantage. 

Meanwhile, US Open 
champion Rory Mcllroy's 
disappointing tournament 
finished on a suitably down- 
beat note as he carded a 
round of 71, leaving him well 
behind the leaders at three 
under par.

"I was not obsessed with 
the world record before the 
final, because I wanted to 
focus on my plan — my goal 
was to win the gold," Sun 
said. 

"I'm so grateful to the 
whole Chinese team, includ¬ 
ing my coach and my parents 
as well, and I think the world 
record belongs to all of 
them." 

The Zhenjiang native led 
from start to finish to break 
the only men's mark to sur¬ 
vive the infamous super-suits 
era, when muscle-compress¬ 
ing swimwear helped set 
more than 200 global bests in 
just two years. 

Lochte, the only other 
record-setter in Shanghai, un¬ 
derlined his current su¬ 
premacy with his fifth gold 
medal in the 400m individual 
medley, matching Phelps' 
haul from 2009. 


STANFORD (AFP) - For¬ 
mer world number one Ser¬ 
ena Williams surged past 
Marion Bartoli 7-5, 6-1 Sun¬ 
day to win the WTA Stanford 
crown, her first title in more 
than a year signalling her US 
Open intentions. 

Williams, a 13-time Grand 


Slam champion who is 
battling to rebuild her 
ranking after an injury 
layoff of almost a year, 
claimed her first title 
since Wimbledon 2010. 

The American was 
twice down a break in the 
opening set, but broke 
Bartoli as the French third 
seed served for the set at 
5-4. 

That launched a roll of 
eight straight games to the 
American as she pocketed 
the first set and took a 5- 
0 lead in the second. 

After Bartoli held 
serve for 5-1, Williams 
served out the match after 
one hour and 22 minutes. 
With the victory 
Williams avenged her fourth- 
round loss to Bartoli at Wim¬ 
bledon and showed that even 
though her ranking has fallen 
to 169 she could be a con¬ 
tender at the last Grand Slam 
of the year, the US Open that 
starts in New York on August 
29.
